
Planners seek public input on Sumpter master plan

Sumpter Township residents met Nov. 7 with planners 
from Ann Arbor to begin revisions to the master plan for 
the growing community, situated between Detroit and 
Ann Arbor The project started last August 

As part of the project the Johnson Hill Sand Ethics 
Studio in Ann Arbor is producing a series of technical 
reports. Peter Kumble and Katie Davison of Johnson Hill 
reviewed the master planning process, presented prelim¬ 
inary draft reports and encouraged feedback from resi¬ 
dents at the meeting. 

The next meeting on the Sumpter Township master 
plan is slated for 7 to 9 p.m. Dec. 5 at the PNA. Hall at 
Sumpter and Harris roads. 

“We’re not budgeted to hold these public meetings, but 


we feel it’s important to obtain feedback from members of 
the community,” Kumble said. “A lot of goals and objec¬ 
tives do come from the community. We’re trying to put our 
finger on the pulse of the community. We don’t want the 
final draft to be a surprise.” 

The planner explained to the group that a master plan 
is an essential community tool for preserving the quali¬ 
ties of life important to the residents, while balancing the 
pressures of municipal growth. The goals of the master 
planners are to set goals and develop a vision for the com¬ 
munity. 

Kumble asked residents at the meeting to describe the 
community now and what they would expect to find and 
in the township in 20 years. “Determining what the public 
thinks helps planners,” he said. 

Preliminary draft reports prepared by Johnson Hill 
show that the population of Sumpter Township, the most 


sparsely populated municipality in Wayne County, is 
anticipated to grow to 19,779 residents—almost double 
the 1990 population of 10,891. The township has an aging 
population, with the number of senior citizens expected 
to double and the number of school age children predict¬ 
ed to decrease. 

The number of building permits issued each year is a 
good gauge of development pressure, according to 
Kumble. The township has issued an average of 55 per¬ 
mits per year since the 1990s. There are concerns as to 
whether there is enough affordable housing for residents 
since there are several mobile home parks in the town¬ 
ship. 

Several residents at the meeting expressed concerns 
about the influx of mobile home parks, such as septic

Romulus police seek clues in robbery

Romulus police are searching 
for two suspects in an attempted 
murder/robbery that occurred at 
approximately 9:45 am. Monday 
at the Wheat-N-Rye Restaurant 
at 7000 Merriman Road. 

Police said the suspects tried 
to rob the 23-year-old manager of 
the restaurant as he was getting 
into his car 

At least one of the suspects 
was armed with a handgun, 
according to police, who said the 
manager was shot in the arm as 
he ran from his vehicle. He was 


taken to Oakwood/Annapolis 
Hospital by ambulance, where 
he was treated and released. 

The two suspects fled into a 
wooded area behind the restau¬ 
rant after the unsuccessful rob¬ 
bery attempt, according to police. 

They described the first sus¬ 
pect as 5-feet, 10-inches tall, 
medium build, wearing a black 
ski mask, light gray, hooded 
sweatshirt and dark pants. 

The second suspect is also 
about 5-feet, 10-inches tall, medi¬ 
um build, wearing a black sweat¬ 
shirt, black pants and possibly a 
black mask. 

Surveillance cameras are 


mounted on the outside of the 
building, but police would not 
reveal whether they provided 
any information on the crime. 

All three Romulus Police 
Department detectives are work¬ 
ing on the case, and according to 
Det Sgt Jeff Lazarski, they are 
following up on several leads. 

Lazarski noted that it is very 
unusual for an attempted rob¬ 
bery/murder to occur this early 
in the day, and that this was the 
first such incident to occur in this 
area of the city for some time. He 
also reported that nothing was 
stolen from the manager or the 
restaurant during the incident

David Glaab, who lost his bid 
for the 34th District Court Judge 
seat to David Parrott last 
Tuesday, apparently won’t 
request a recount Only 129 votes 
separated the two. 

Parrott said that he was a 
“basket case” during the close 
election. Parrott had 8,434 votes 
compared with 8,305 votes for 
Glaab. The 34th District Court 
Judge hears cases from 
Belleville, Romulus, Huron 
Township, Sumpter Township 
and Van Buren Township. 

A problem with absentee bal¬ 
lot tabulators delayed results, 
according to Romulus City Clerk 
Linda Choate. 

“We normally have our absen¬ 
tee ballots in by 8:30 p.m. But this 
time, tlie tabulators were reject¬ 
ing the ballots. They finally 
determined that it had to do with 
the folding of the ballots that 
were folded by a machine,” 
Choate said. She said there were 
about 800 absentee ballots in the 
city. 

“We didn’t have to hand count 
any of the ballots, but we had to 
duplicate more than 50. The tab¬ 
ulators just wouldn’t read them. 
Those tabulators are so sensi¬ 
tive,” she noted. 

The county and the printer 
decide on the ballot style, said 
Choate. 

“I have an excellent crew, and 
they have been counting the 
absentee ballots for years. The 
problems were not with my staff 
or our equipment,” she said. 

Parrott said the confusion 
with the absentee ballots only 
made him more nervous. 

“Results trickled in,” Parrott 
said. “We thought we were up by 
140 votes when we found out that 
there was a problem. We got 
results from Belleville early and 
learned we had lost by 15 votes.

Huron Township came in next, 
and we lost that by 393 votes. We 
expected to lose Huron, because 
that’s Glaab’s home town, but 
expected to lose by more than 
that. So, we considered that a 
sort of moral victory. 

“Then Van Buren Township 
came in, and we found out we’d 
won that by 507 votes, so instantly 
we were in the lead,” Parrott 
recalled. 

“Then Sumpter started to 
come in, and I was losing by 
about 50 votes with three 
precincts counted. But when the 
final results came in, we had won 
Sumpter by 45 votes. It wasn’t a 
big win, but these little margins 
started to look important,” he 
said. 

“Result from Romulus started 
coming in, and precinct-wise we 
looked to be losing. But then we 
were down by only four votes. I 
was a basket case by then,” he 
said. 

On beginning his new post as 
34th District Court Judge, Parrott 
said, “I’m very excited. I really 
look forward to it. I’m kind of 
awed by the responsibility and 
humbled as well. I’m going to do 
everything in my power to meet 
the voters’ expectations and to 
see that their confidence in me is 
rewarded.” 

“But, I have to wind up my 
law practice, which has to be 
done before I take office. I have 
to make sure that our clients are 
taken care of.

A Canton Township Police 
officer will soon be making his 
television debut - on another 
continent 

According to Sgt. Rick 
Pomorski, a German television 
production company known as 
“Blue Eyes” produces a popular 
show known as Autopsy- 
Mysterious Cases of Death. 

“The company was interested 
in two cases that I worked on 
between the 1980s and 1990s,” 
said Pomorski. 

The program focuses on mur¬ 
der cases that have been solved 
with the help of police officers, 
prosecutors and medical exam¬ 
iners. 

The two Canton cases that 
interested the show were the 
Tyburski murder in the late 
1980s and the Solomon murder 
in 1995. 

“We spent nine hours video¬ 
taping, interviewing and going 
through reports and evidence 
from the cases,” said Pomorski. 

According to Pomorski, the 
Tyburski case involved a hus¬ 
band who killed his wife and 
kept her body in the freezer for 
several years before his daughter 
finally discovered her mother’s 
frozen corpse.

Solomon was eventually convict¬ 
ed of the death of her 6-year-old 
daughter, Chelsea 

According to Pomorski, these 
cases made up two of 21 seg¬ 
ments that were filmed while the 
crew was visiting America The 
show will be broadcast on the 
German cable network RTL2.

Investigation continues 
in Van Buren murder 


Romulus residents now have 
a link to city hall no matter 
where they are. 

The city of Romulus went 
“live” Nov. 5 with a new Web site, 
www.romulusgov.com. The site is 
a collaborative effort between 
Island Connection, Inc., a Web 
site design and hosting company 
with offices on Grosse lie, and 
Stephen M. Jones, Romulus pub¬ 
lic relations director 

“Some aspects of the site are 
still under construction,” said 
Jones. “However, we believe the 
new Web site is dynamic enough 
to go public with right now. Our 
goal with the Web site is and 
always has been to provide 
another level of service to the 
community and an easy means of 
accessing useful government 
information.” 

Using the slogan “The Sky’s 
the Limit,” the new site provides 
information on nearly all 
Romulus city government 
departments, including the 
Department of Public Works 


(DPW), Water, City Planner’s 
Office, Assessor’s Office, 
Department of Economic 
Development and Parks & 
Recreation. 

Jones said the website will 
become more interactive in the 
future, allowing residents to pay 
their city taxes online, check the 
status of licensing and building 
applications, sign up for classes 
offered through the Parks & 
Recreation Department and 
more. 

Headings beyond government 
departments include city hall, 
area map, history, living schools, 
business and news. 

“We will measure the success 
of this website by its interactive 
usefulness to audiences within 
the community and outside the 
community,” Jones said. 

He added that the Web site 
also provides citizens with a way 
to communicate with their elect¬ 
ed officials. 

Jones noted that, unlike most 
governmental Web sites, the new 


site ends with .com instead of the 
traditional .mi.us.gov that most 
Michigan cities use. 

“It’s possible down the line 
that we’ll change the Web 
address to the more convention¬ 
al, but we believe .com is easier 
for people to remember,” he said. 

The Web site uses simple ani¬ 
mations to bring page headings 
to life. 

Jones credits the design and 
animations to Island Connection 
web designer Margaret 
Anderson. Jones said Anderson 
created a Web site that offered 
the best design while making 
page downloads and site naviga¬ 
tion as fast as possible even for 
older computers with dial-up 
connections. 

“We’re proud to go live with 
this Web site,” said Romulus 
Mayor Alan Lambert 

“We hope it proves valuable to 
our residents and to the many 
people and businesses outside 
the community considering 
Romulus as their new home.”

Police are still looking for the 
suspect or suspects who killed a 
23-year-old Van Buren Township 
man Nov. 5. 

Fbur detectives from the Van 
Buren Department of Public 
Safety have been working to 
solve the murder of Sherryfield 
Abercrombie, who was found in 
his van near his Van Buren 
Township apartment with multi¬ 
ple gunshot wounds. No arrests 
have been made, according to 
Det Mike Moening 

“We’ve had several leads, but 
nobody’s been arrested yet,” he 
said. 

The homicide was the first in 
Van Buren Township in three 
years, according to Christopher 
Elg, director of the Van Buren 
Township Department of Public 
Safety. 

Officers pronounced Aber¬ 
crombie, a student at Washtenaw 
Community College, dead at the 
scene at approximately 3 a.m. 
Nov. 5 at Southport Apartments. 
Police found the victim upon 
leaving his apartment where 
they responded to a call from his 
fiancee, who reported an armed 
robbery. 

Elg said the call on the armed 
robbery came in at 2:02 am. Nov. 
5. 

Police believe the robbery 
occurred about an hour before 
the call was made to central dis¬ 
patch. Officers found Abercrom¬ 
bie’s body at 2:57 am. 

A K-9 officer found about two 
pounds of marijuana in the 
man’s apartment 

‘"We’re not calling this a drug- 
related homicide,” said Elg. 
“We’re not making the connec¬ 
tion at this point” 

Elg said Abercrombie’s 
fiancee was in the apartment 
during the robbery and made a 
few calls after the robbery. “She 
didn’t know until after the offi¬ 
cers had left that Abercrombie 
had been killed. When officers 
returned to the scene of the 


crime, they asked her to come to 
the station and she was told at 
that time,” Elg said. She initially 
told police that Abercrombie was 
missing 

The van was located, not far 
from Abercrombie’s apartment 
at Southport Apartments, at 
10830 Oak Lane at 1-94 north 
Service Drive in Van Buren 
Township. 

“The only reason we knew 
that he owned the van was 
because of information from the 
fiancee.” 

“They got a description of the 
van from her and saw it on the 
way out,” Elg said. 

Detectives don’t know if the 
robbery and murder are related. 
“People are naturally building a 
bridge between the two inci¬ 
dents, but we have to look at all 
possibilities at this point,” Elg 
said. 

The murder has rattled the 
community, said Elg 

“We did receive several calls 
from people who were con¬ 
cerned about whether this was a 
random act of violence or the 
beginning of a rash of crimes. 
People are just getting over the 
sniper homicides in Washington, 
D.C., and crimes do move in pat¬ 
terns. We’re not that far from 
Detroit and Ann Arbor, and we’re 
right off two major highways, so 
we’re not immune to crime,” Elg 
said. 

Detectives also do not know to 
whom the 2 pounds of marijua¬ 
na, with an estimated street 
value of $4,000, belonged. They 
have not brought any charges 
against Abercrombie’s fiancee. 
The victim’s fiancee reported 
that $1,000 in cash had been 
stolen from the apartment 

The fiancee claimed that her 
two daughters, ages 5 years and 3 
months, were sleeping when the 
robbery took place. She and her 
11-year-old brother were forced 
into the bathroom during the 
robbery. 

“They’re working day and 
night to bring this case to a quick 
conclusion,” Elg said.

tank overflow, water contamina¬ 
tion and the dumping of trash in 
storm drains. Brookdale, a 
mobile home park on Willis 
Road, was recently cited by the 
state for several such problems, 
including the condition of vacant 
homes, according to one of the 
residents. 

He told the group that 
although the majority of resi¬ 
dents want the township to 
remain a rural residential com¬ 
munity, they must include some 
businesses to produce income 
for the area. 

“Residential does not pay for 
itself as far as the cost of services 
provided. You must have some 
commercial and industrial occu¬ 
pants as well,” he said. “And, you 
need to provide a variety of zon¬ 
ing choices and incentives to 


attract tax dollars.” 

The first township master 
plan was developed in 1977. An 
update in 1992 called for the for¬ 
mation of a Joint Master Plan 
Committee, including township 
trustees, the township planning 
commission, township planner 
and township attorney. 

The next meeting will be 
more of a workshop outlining the 
areas of the township the public 
thinks should be protected and 
which should not. “We don’t 
come in with predesigned 
maps,” Kumble said. 

“We’ve been working on open 
land preservation recently,” 
noted resident Jeannette 
Richichi. 

“Another thing we’ll be doing 
is meeting with the sewer 
authority to see what their capac¬ 
ity is and where they’re going in 
the ffiture,” Kumble said.

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Canton streetscape 
project nears completion

Canton Township 
Downtown Development Auth¬ 
ority is putting the finishing 
touches on another project 

According to DDA Coordin¬ 
ator Kathleen Salla, the final 
streetscape improvements are 
being completed at the northeast 
corner of Ford and Morton 
Taylor roads. This project was 
designed a year ago after Morton 
Taylor Road was paved between 
Ford and Warren roads, said 
Salla 

“The project has actually 
moved along rather quickly” said 
Salla. “We began working on it in 
September and we anticipate 


that it should be complete by the 
end of this month.” 

The project includes the 
installation of 33 decorative 
streetlights that match the exist¬ 
ing lights already installed in the 
area. Also included in the project 
are garden walls, Canton logo 
signs and irrigation 

“The distinctive streetscape 
helps to identify the DDA district 
and is an endeavor to create a 
unified aesthetic appearance,” 
said Salla ‘It has been very well 
received by the public.” 

The DDA is home to more 
than 33 retail and service-orient¬ 
ed businesses. Original street¬ 
scape improvements were com¬ 
pleted in 1994 along both sides of 
Ford Road from Sheldon Road 


east to Morton Taylor Road. 

Salla said a future DDA pro¬ 
ject will be to extend this 
streetscape to the far east end of 
the district in front of the Sam’s 
Club and also to the far west in 
front of the new TCF Bank. 

“These enhancements help to 
shape a visual image of a subur¬ 
ban downtown,” said Salla 

The DDA is currently work¬ 
ing to create a new 10-year com¬ 
prehensive master plan for the 
DDA 

The DDA is currently hosting 
visioning sessions and informa¬ 
tional meetings in an attempt to 
promote the DDA district, said 
Salla 

A final plan will be presented 
to the public in early 2003.

In the wake of an election season that culminated with a near- 
record voter turnout, municipal clerks, precinct delegates and elec¬ 
tion workers have every right to be to be a little tired. 

They should also feel pretty good about themselves. 

They handled the mass of voters, the crowded ballots and, in some 
cases, reluctant machinery with equal aplomb and most of them even 
managed to get an early night out of it, too. Many municipalities had 
finished tallying Jesuits as early as two hours after the polls had 
closed. 

There were certainly some oddities on Election Day this year 
There were those who called in to say that State Rep. John Stewart 
(R-Plymouth) was handing out taxpayer-funded State of Michigan 
maps as campaign literature at polling places. For about three hours 
Tuesday afternoon. Plymouth City Clerk Linda Langmesser used the 
back of a Huron Valley Ambulance as a makeshift office as municipal 
workers and police officers gathered the absentee ballots that would 
have ordinarily been delivered to city hall. No one could go inside 
because someone delivered a live explosive device to the police 
department which shares the building The ballot gathering - and the 
election in general - went off with scarcely a hitch, though, much to 
the credit of city election workers and the police department 

There are theories about the strong voter turnout Some point to 
an increased sense of patriotism. Others explain that it was a crowd¬ 
ed ballot that represented a rare opportunity for voters to fill the 
majority of state-wide offices: governor, secretary of state, attorney 
general along with a number of ballot proposals that could have had 
wide-reaching effects on virtually every Michigan resident 

Those are only some of the reasons the past election was such an 
important one to the state. It was also one that followed some widely 
publicized Election Day blunders, from the Florida presidential 
brouhaha in 2000 to City of Detroit mishaps that may have caused 
some to question the electoral process in general. 

It’s something that then-State Sen. Thad McCotter, who was suc¬ 
cessful Tuesday in his quest to join the U.S. Congress, put succinctly 
during the candidate endorsement interview for The Journal. 

“In a time of economic uncertainty, when evil is abroad, people 
need to know that the political process still works,” he said. 

Last Tuesday, voters got that reassurance when election workers 
handled unforeseen problems and near record numbers of voters as 
they met the challenges of the day. 

It’s good to know that they all take such pride in their work; that 
they hold such respect for one of our most respected, unalienable 
rights; and that our faith in our electoral process is well placed. 

An early lesson in politics 

Members of the Cub Scout Pack 721 from Moraine and Our Lady of 
Victory schools in Northville got a small lesson in the real world last 
Monday when they petitioned the Northville City Council for 
approval of the placement of some temporary signs.

Thursday night and removed by Saturday afternoon, less than 72

The Cubs, who had never before asked permission to put up the 
signs or conduct the food drive, probably thought they were doing 
their civic duty and helping out the community and that the request 
would be a slam-dunk

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Belleville considers 
boat storage ordinance

A new Belleville ordinance identifying 
ways boats and-recreational vehicles can 
be stored is temporarily in storage itself. 

A vote by the Belleville City Council 
members on the proposed ordinance to 
revise boat and recreational vehicle stor¬ 
age restrictions in residential districts has 
been postponed until some minor changes 
can be made in the preposed law, accord¬ 
ing to city officials. 

The city council hosted a public hear¬ 
ing on the ordinance Nov. 4 at Belleville 
City Hall. The proposed changes involve: 
increasing the maximum length a stored 
boat or RV can be from 27 to 28 feet; alter¬ 
ing the process by which a person can 
obtain a storage permit if neighbors don’t 
object to the storage and making the ordi¬ 
nance effective within six months after 
enactment City officials are hoping that 
the ordinance can be adopted soon, so 
that area boat and recreational vehicle 
(RV) owners can prepare for the new law. 

Currently, boats and RVs cannot be 
stored for more than seven consecutive 
days for loading/unloading or repairs. A 
vehicle without a storage permit would be 
in violation of the law. 

Much discussion centered on a provi¬ 
sion in the proposed ordinance regaiding 
temporary covers which states that they 
“shall be white, light tan or light gray in 
color to reduce the vehicle’s visual impact 
from outside the property.” Several resi¬ 
dents said that many boat owners have 
blue covers, and that this is the only color 


that Sandy’s Marina in Belleville sells. 

Cornell Anton of Belleville said that 
he’s been told that blue covers absorb 
heat, which makes snow and ice melt 
faster on them, but that he liked the look 
of white covers better 

‘The planning commission has done a 
great job considering there was no law 
before, and now they have created a law 
that’s enforceable. To ask them to rewrite 
it now is unconscionable,” Anton said. 

Mayor Tom Fielder said that those who 
already had blue covers wouldn’t have to 
change them. The ordinance would only 
affect those who were seeking a new per¬ 
mit Custom-fit covers and mooring covers 
would also not be affected by the pro¬ 
posed ordinance, he said. 

Boat owners have argued at the last 
two council meetings that Sandy’s Marina 
staff insists that blue covers are stronger 
than the lighter colors, but Gary Rose of 
Belleville said that he called two of the 
largest manufacturers of tarps. 

“Both said there is no difference in 
strength between white and blue covers, 
and that they’re the same price, too,” he 
said. Rose noted that most boat transport 
companies use white also. 

Fielder urged the council to adopt a 
law that would take effect sometime in the 
near future so that people could prepare 
for the new ordinance. “I’m not preclud¬ 
ing people from having comments on this 
oidinance. We just don’t want to spring it 
on people,” he said. 

The proposed ordinance will be dis¬ 
cussed again at the city council meeting 
on Monday.
